Negro’s Widow Testifies. 

To some of the spectators at the 
trial the most impressive part of the 
State’s testimony was the récital by 
Mrs. Iva Clark, widow of the mur- 
dered negro, of the circumstances un- 
der which Clark was seed by the 
mob. In testifying, she displayed. 
a calmness which did not seem to 
come from indifference, but rather 
from a spirit of fatalism. 

Clark, like the other negroes slaia 
around Broadway and Fourth street; 
was not even suspected of having. 
had any part in the killing of two’ 
policemen the night before. The 
mob was keeping away from the 
armed negroes in the neighborhood 
where the policemen were killed, and 
was massacreing unarmed negroes 
tn other localities. 

Woman’s Story of Attack. 

Mrs. Clark said she and her hus- 
band took refuge in the basement of 
their home, at Fourth street and 
Railroad avenue, and that the house 
was set afire, and when they could 
no longer remain there, they slipped 
mto another negrg house, Again 
the fire drove thém out, and they 
ran south to the railroad tracks. 
There, she said, a militiaman stopped 
them and told them he would protect‘ 
them. They started north on Fourth 
street with the milftiaman. At the 
alley near Broadway the body ot a 
negro was hanging from a pole, anal 
as they passed the alley she and her 
husband were attacked. She said 
she was struck first, and that her 
husband was then felled with an iron 
bar, and that a rope was placed 
around his neck. The militiaman, 
she said, did not attempt to inter- 
fere. She ran to Broadway, where 
she joined a party of negroes whom. 
militiamen were taking to the bridge. 


Paul T. Anderson, East St. Louts 
reporter for the Post-Dispatch, tes- 
tified to the acts or the mob on 
Broadway and Fourth street, as he 
saw them at various times, from 
4:30 to 7:30 p. m. His testimony 
was admitted, over objections, after 
the prosecution had stated that it 
would be used to show conspiracy 
und concerted action of the rioters. 
He told of seeing several negroes 
killed, and of seeing the attack on 
Clark, who was holding up his hands 
and crying, “My God, don’t kfil me!“ 
He said the crowd attempted to 
lynch Clark beside the negro who 
was already hanging from the pole, 
and that when the rope would not 
quite reach, the mob started to drag 
Clark down the street. 

“It was a negro hunt,” Anderson 
said in describing the mob’s move- 
ments. The purpose was to find 
and kill as many e mee as possi- 
ble.”’

THINK THAT GERMANY PLOTTED 
DISRUPTION OF-A-B-C POWERS 


People of Argentina Greatly Con- 
' cerned Over Intrigue—Neutral- 
ity Observation Is Cen- 
sured by Minister, 

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 11.—There 
is much concern among the people 
of Argentina over disclosures of Ger- 
man intrigues to bring about a con- 
flict between Brazil, Aregentina and 
Uruguay. The Argentina papers com- 
ment extensively. on the disclosure 
that the German Leg&tion at Buenos 
Aires paid for the publication of a 
book by the editor of a newspaper in 
the city, predicting war betwen Brazi! 
and Argentina. : 

Senor Carl Rodriguez Larraetta, 
the former Argentine Minister of Fi- 
nance, declares in a published article 
today that a Von Luxburg dispatch 
which hs not been made public, re- 
fers to German intrigues in Argentina 
and Southern Brazil. He says that 
the neutrality demonstration planned 
for next Friday is ill-timed as it must 
stmp Argentina as pro-German at a 
time when sister republics are break- 
ing with the common foe. 

The Government is expected to take 
measures to prevent the demonstra- 
tion next Friday, it being’ reported 
that the Government has. proof that 
the propaganda was supported finan- 
cially by, Germany. 

Count ‘yon Luxburg has been ar- 
rested in the Southern part of Buenos 
Aires province, according to the high- 
est authority. He is now being taken 
to the Island of Marin Garcia, where 
he will be kept in the German deten- 
tion camp until an opportunity is 
found to send him out of the country.

3 MEN ARRESTED CHARGED WITH 
CONSPIRING TO BLOW UP SHIPS 


One Was Choice of Rintelen Plotters 
to Place Bombs and Distribute 
Money, Police Say. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—Three men 
charged with conspiring to blow up 
ships in New York Harbor in 1916 
were arrested here last night. The 
prisoners are Eugene Riester, a res- 
taurant proprietor; Joseph Zeffer, a 
printer, and Walter Uhde, a litho- 
grapher. Uhde has not been natural- 
ized. The others are American citi- 
zens. The conspiracy, according to 
the police, was responsible for the 
destruction by bombs and fires of $5,- 
000,000 worth of ships and cargoes. 

“The chief conspirators,” said 
Capt. Tunney of the “bomb squad,” 
“were Dr. Karl Schimmel, who es- 
caped to Buenos Aires and later 
made his way to Roterdam; Capt. 


ed of conspiracy; Capt. Otto Wol- 
pert, superintendent of the Atlas 
Line pier, who is now under $25,000 
bail; Capt. Sernberg, an aid of Von 
Rintelen, who escaped; Walter T. 
Scheele, a chemist, and the three 
men under arrest. 

“At a meeting in March, 1916, 
$20,000 was appointed to be divided 
between Schimmel and Wolpert for 
distribution among others in the con- 
splraey. At a subsequent meeting 
the placing of bombs was discussed. 
Riester was chosen to handle the 


bombs and pay out the. money. 

A conference of the conspirators 
was held the night before the Lusi- 
tania sailed and Riester, in compli- 
ance with orders from Schimmel and 
Wolpert, gave out bombs to two 
men; one of them to Uhde, to be 
placed on vessels in this harbor. 

After the Lusitania sailed, Schim- 
mel boasted that he had ‘covered’ 
the Lusitania with mine ‘cigars,’ the 
word used by the conspirators for 
bombs. The bombs were timed by 
attaching an aluminum cap to a 
chamber containing sulphuric acid. 
The explosion occurred when the cap 
was eaten through by the acid.”

Paper bombs, dropped from air- 
planes and balloons in an aerial

Bombs Contain Literature. 

In this way hundreds of paper 
bombs containing Liberty Bond 
literature will be dropped. Similar 
aerial raids will be conducted from 
coast to coast under the auspices of 
the War Department. One large red 
bomb, to which will be attached a 
red ribbon, will be dropped from one 
of the planes. This bomb will con- 
tain a special message for the Mayor 
and should be delivered by the find- 
er. 

The hour at which the aviators 
will appear over St. Louis will be

the local Liberty Bond Organization. 
Arrangements are being completed 
for the parade of women and boy 
scouts for the same day.

FREIGHT RATE DISCRIMINATION 
AGAINST ‘ST, LOUIS TO END 


Dilinois Public Utilities Ruling Per- 
mits Roads to Make Readjust- 
ment of Their Schedules. 

P. W. Coyle, head of the Traffic 
Bureau of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, announced yesterday that the 
Public Utilities Commission of Illi- 
nois had granted permission to rail- 
roads to so adjust their freight rates 
as to remove discriminations «gainst 
St. Louis. Speaking of the new rul- 
ing, Coyle said: 

“This means that the difference in 
the rate on coal from the [Illinois 
mines between St. Louis and East St. 
Louis of 35 cents, will be reduced to 


20 cents in accordance with the order 


of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, and that the freight rates from 
St. Louis to points in IIlinois vill be 
on the same basis as the rates from 
Chicago on the same commodities. 
It means also that the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce will not be 
forced to carry the question of 
freight rates to the Supreme Court 
of the United States as it was obliged 
to do in removing the discrimination 
regarding passenger rates.“

The evidence throws vivid light on the 
motives and influences prompting the men, the 
organizations and the members of Congress who 
stood and worked for Germany against American 
honor and interests. These men and organiza- 
tions were ‘suspected and accused of being pro- 
German; some were suspected and accused of 
being in the pay of Germany, but suspicion was 
helpless without proof. Now the proof comes to 
light, making clear things that were dark and 
justifying administrative actions that could not 
be fully understood. 

We will not say that these revelations justi- 
fied the conduct of the President and his admin- 
istration, because everything that has been done 
was justified apart from these disclosures. They 
emphasize, however, the inevitability of our war 
with Germany. They expose the danger that 
threatened us merely in dealing with the German 
Government ‘while at peace and in placing any 
trust in ‘professions.

From a dietetic standpoint it is 
meaningless to weigh food in 
pounds,” says a writer in Popular 
Science Momhly. The proper unit 
of the fuel value of energy yielding 
power of food is the calorie. Lettuce 
contains 65 calories per pound and 
Glive oil contains 4200 per pound. 

Wide diferences are also found in 
the protein or flesh building contents 
of foods.

N trom 8 —Memphis| 


i The- Evolution of Flour 


flour was one of the earliest 

developments of _civilization, 
and even the primitive races in the 
dawn of history submitted the grain 
to a coarse pounding between stones. 
Perhaps the oldest flour “mills” in 
existence are the rude stones found 
among the remains of the ancient 
lake dwellings in Switzerland. By a 
mortar and pestie arrangement the 
wheat was reduced to a coarse meal 
Crude as this method was, it con- 
tained the germ of the modern flour 
mill. For countless centuries the 
preparation of meal and flour was a 
purely domestic process. 

The refined white flour now gen- 
erally used is a comparatively mod- 
ern innovation, the process for its 
development having been perfected 
within the last half century. This 
flour produces bread highly pleasing 
to the eye and palate, as compared

with the coarse brown bread of our 
ancestors, but theres a growing ten- 
dency on the part of dietetic students 
and physicians to denounce our pres- 
ent white bread as destructive of 
health and vigor. 

The use of Graham and whole 
wheat bread has spread remarkably 
in the past few years. The inventor 
of Graham bread and flour was the 
Rev. Sylvester Graham, a New En- 
gland clergyman, who died in North- 
ampton, Mass., 66 years ago, having 
devoted the major part of his life 
to the advocacy-of a vegetarian diet- 
etic theory. In 1839 he introduced 
Graham bread, made of unsifted 
wheat flour, and thereafter urged its 
use in books, pamphlets and lectures. 
At first the masses of housewives 
turned a deaf ear toward his argu- 
ments, but gradually Graham flour 
won its way and became an estab- 
lished commercial product,
